Pi Beta Phi and Phi Mu to Use Novel | 

Method of Preferential Bidding I 
Eliminating Difficulties 
Two sororities at George Washing- 
ton University — Bi Beta Phi and Phi 
Mu — have adopted the system of pref- 
erential bidding. This system of bid- 
ding, although 'new at Cieorge Wash- 
ington, has been used with consider- 
able success at many other universi- 
ties throughout the country. Prefer- 
ential bidding is far superior to the 
ordinary method in use at the Univer- 
sity. It reduces to a minimum the 
friction which may arise over bids and 
is a protection ^th to the sorority 
and to the girls to Whom bids are 
given. 

Preferential bidding means exactly 
what it says, that (he girls bidded 
may have their preference where they 
have bad more than one bid, and with- 
out offending by their choice. The 
system is as follows: Each sorority 
at the University makes out a list of 
all the girls to whom they wish to give 
bids and sends the list to Bryan 
Morse, Director of Student Activities. 
A list is then made of the girls whose 
names appear on any of the Sorority 
lists and each one Is notified that she 
has been bid. The girls thus notified 
then send in to Bryan Morse a state- 
ntent of their successive choices, 
which is to say, which sorority they 
prefer as first and second choices. 
Bryan Morse then notifies the girls 
which sorority they have been bidded 
to and when and where to' report in 
order to complete arrangements. If 
a girl receives more than one bid she 
is notified only of having received a 
bid from her first choice and does not 
know that she has received more than 
one bid. 

This system of preferential bidding 
already has been put into operation 
and it is believed the success that will 
attend it will cause the other sorori- 
ties at the University to adopt the 
same system. Results of the bidding 
will be ready for publication at an 
early date.

Mr. Hunter, the 
newly elected president, being a gradu- 
ateof the University of Chicago and 
Mr. Hawley was a student at one of 
the western universities. Mr. Hunter, 
who was also an officer in the Royal 
Flying Corps, has some very progres- 
sive ideas about class organtzalions. 
He thinks that a successful prganlza- 
tion depends not so muph on the class 
officers as upon every/mdividual mem- 
ber.

A toms are so infinitesimr.I that to be seen under the most power - 
L ful microscope one hundred million must be grouped. The atom 
used to be the smallest indivisible unit of matter. When the X-Rays 
and radium were discovered physicists found that they were dealing 
with smaller things than atoms — with particles they call "electrons.” 

Atoms arc built up of electrons, just as the solar system is built up 
of sun and planets. Magnify the hydrogen atom, says Sir Oliver 
Lodge, to the size of a cathedral, and an electron, in comparison, will 
be no bigger than a bird-shot. 

Not much substantial progress can be made in chemical and elec- 
trical industries unless the action of electrons is studied. For that 
reason the chemists and physicists in the Research Laboratories of the 
General Electric Company are as much concerned with the very coo- 
•titution of matter as they are with the development of new inven- 
tions. They use the X-Ray tube as if it were a machine-gun; for by 
its means electrons are shot at targets in new ways so as to reveal more 
about the structure of matter. 

As the result of such experiments, the X-Ray tube has been gready 
imi^ved and the vacuum tube, now so indispensable in radio com- 
munication, has been developed into a kind of trigger device for guid- 
iag electrons by radio waves. 

Years may thus be spent in what seems to be merely a purely 
"theoretical^’ investigation. Yet nothing is so practicsd as a good 
theory.. Thf whole structure of modem mechanical engineering ia 
reared on Newton’s laws of gravitation and motion'-theoriea stated 
la the farm Qf immutable propositions. 

In ’the past the theories that resulted from purely scientific re- 
sea rch usually came frtun the university laboratories, whereupoti the 
Industries aivUcd them. The Research Laboratories of tbe General 
Electric Company conceive it as part of their task to explore the ua- 
knowtf In the same spirit, even though there may be no immediate 
commercial |oal in view. Sooner or later the world profits by sudi 
resear^ in pure scienc^ Wirdess communication, for example, was 
accooiplish^ largely as the result of Hen’s brilliant seriea cd purely 
■dent^ experiments demonstrating the existence of wirdeas wavaS^
